Chaneellor in for Warm Time, How- 
ever, with Reichstag. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
BERLIN, Nay. 1.—As a reeult of the storm 
of public anger and humiliation growing out 
of the kaiser’s recent interview with an un- 
known Englishman, it is understood tonight 
that Herr von Schoen, secretary for foreign 
affairs, has resigned, 

It wae announced thet Herr von Schoen hed 
been taken suddenly ill and was likely to be 
incapacitated indefinitely from performing 
his official work. This is interpreted as an 
indication that he has been selected to fill 
the réle of «4 Jonah. 

The crisis base been the topic of conversa- 
tion in every circle todey and the bitterest 
opinions have been uttered almost every- 
where. Apparéntly for the purpose of em- | 
phasizing the imperial determination not to | 
throw Von Billow. over, the crown prince 
visited him this afternoon, staying a bnsg 
time, and it ie assumed the kaiser intends to 
do his utmost to prevent the storm from 
eentrating on the chancellor. 


Kaiser Stands By Buelow. 

It ie predicted that Von Billow will have the 
hottest time of his public experience when the 
reiohetag meets on Wednesday. There are 
even suggestions that the reichsteg will in- 
sist on his resignation, enforcing the demand 
by refusing to vote his salary. : 

Consideration of the official explanation of 
the publication of the interview resulted in 
diverting much of the popular animosity from 
the kaiser to the ministers, 


Loyalists Wholly Forgive Emperor, 
Indeed, in ultra loyalist quarters the em- 
peror ia wholly forgiven on the ground that 
he acted with scrupulous regard to the con- 
stitution in submitting the interview to the 
chancellor. Prince von Billow and hie sub- 
ordinates are aeesailed in most violent lan- 
guage for allowing the chaotic disorganiza- 
tion in the highest government departments. 

Nobody seems hitherto to have objected to 
the fact that throughout the periods of the 
revolution in Turkey and Austria's seizure 
of Boenia and Herzegovina, the xaiser, Chan- 
cellor von Billow, and Foreign Secretary 
Scheen were not only absent from Berlin, 
but were at widely divergent points. 

Now, however, when the interview has 
thrived Burope, ft ie asked indignantly how 
it is to be expected that urgent business of a 
great emptre is to be efficiently transacted 
if the emperor, chancellor, and foreign sec- 
retary are concurrently absent from the cap- 
ital on holidaye as, indeed, they were, when 
the interview was submitted w official cen- 
sorship.
